ſtance happened, —The facts are as follows: The proſecutor, 
Thomas Lowthorp, kept the ſign of the Royal George in St. 
George's. Fields, Southwark ; a notorious Crimping-houſe, at 
which, on Tueſday evening the 14th day of July inſt. .a vaſt 


concourſe of people aſſembled, and irritated, at the vile pro- 


ceedings which had been carried ou there, forced open the doors 


and entered the houſe,” and then brought the furniture there- 


out, to which they ſet fire and demoliſhed the ſame; but were 


diſperſed at the appearance of the ſoldiery, &c. Priſoner be- 
came a ee but not a performer, as is alledged, againſt 

e latter part of this Tcence, in the following manner: 
In the afternoon of the ſaid 14th July, priſoner in company 
with a friend or two, took a walk as tar as Weſtminſter, and 
there went into Mr. Jacob's, the ſign of the Ship, in Palaces 
Yard; they Raid there ſome time, and drank very freely; dur. 


ing their ſtay there, priſoner bought of an old man, who came 
Into the Fra a ſmall pamphlet, entitled Gabriels Dream, for 


which he gave a penny ;—they then left Jacob's with an intent, 
to proceed home, by the way of a walk over Weſtminſter. 
Bridge, round by St. George's-Fields, and ſo over Blacktriars« 
Bridge home. — At this time priſoner was much affected with 

liquor; in St. George's-Fields priſoner met with witneſs Curtig 
by accident, and parted with his former company, and went 
with him to a public-houſe in St. George's-Fields, .at the door

way of Blackfriars-Bridge; to which he readily conſented, and 


were then proceeding home, but in paſſing the Royal Circus, 


(now Jones's) priſoner told Curtis he was acquainted with Mr. 
Hughes, wbo he imagined was the proprietor, and if he was 


inclinahle to ſee the performance, he thought he could get 
Curtis and himſelf admitted gratis, and added, we ſhall then be 


out of harm's way. They agreed to go in, but on the priſoner en- 


e for Mr. Hughes, was informed by the door keepers 


he was not there; however, priſoner offered a ſhilling; for him- 


ſelf and Curtis, to be admitted, which was refuſed ; the door- 
keeper's demand was two ſhillings, whereupon Curtis refuſed 


going in, and ſaid, rather let us ſpend the money in drink, 
and immediately went from there into the Circus tap-houle ; it 
was thenabout half paſt ſix-o'clock in theevening, and there they 
Maid untit half paſt nine o'clock, when they left it with an intent 
to proceed directly home; when on their Tearing the Circus tap- 
houſe and afcending into the ſtreet, they obſerved a great con- 
courſe of people aflembled in St, George's-Fields, fome diſtance 
from the place where priſoner and Curtis were, and heard them 


making a great noiſe in the houfe in queſtion; priſoner wanted 


to go, Curtis endeyoured to prevent his going, and the priſon- 
er on that account being in the moſt drunken ſtate .imaginable, 


firuck him : at this moment ſeveral people on the ſame ſide 
of the turnpike gate on which the priſoner were, (which was 


the fide next Blackfriars-Bridge) forced their way through the 
gate towards the place, and priſoner at the ſame time yi 4 
away from Curtis amongſt them, in the moſt drunken ſtate that 
can be deſcribed, and went amongſt the crowd;—and at.the 
inſtant he broke from Curtis, ſaw a quantity of houſehold fur- 
niture heaped together; the doors of the faid houſe (the Royal 


George) were open, and a great number of people in every part. 
of the houſe deſtroying and throwing the contents thereof out 


of the window. The multitude aſſembled on the occaſion were 
ſtanding round the fire made of theſe goods. Priſoner being 


greatly fhocked at the proceedings that were tranſaQting, was 


endeayouring as well as his intoxicated ſtate would permit, to 
get back again through the mob, when of a ſudden, the horſe- 


guards came, and at their appearance the people diſperſed, and. 


prifoner was ſurrounded inthe open highway-road by the guards, 


and peace-officers, being unable to retreat or make the leaſt 


exertions to that effect, owing to the intoxicated ſtate he was. 
in,—and a magiſtrate preſent gave charge of priſoner to the.

nation on Saturday the 18th day of July following, and upon 
ſuch re- examination was fully committed to take his trial. Re- 
marks, priſoner never knew or heard of the riot act having been 
read, and it it was read at all, it muſt have been during the time 
he was at the Circus tap-houſe. Evidence was given before the 
magiſtrates by a runner; priſoner was the firſt that entered the 
houſe,—that he had during the afternoon made uſe of feditious 
words (we ſuppoſe he meant his reading the pamphlet or hand- 
bill) this priſoner denies. On priſoner's re: examination, Low- 
thorp the pꝛoſecutor ſwore that priſoner was the ſecond perſon 
who entered his houſe, (meaning the Royal George) that he 
had got a large flick in his hand, with which he endea- 
voured to force down the bar, but could not; that he then aided 
and aſſiſted in taking the things out of the houſe, and putting 
them upon the fire. 1 | ang ol IO 
This acceunt we imagine does not altogether agree with the 
account he gave on the firſt examination, when he then (as: 
priſoner, has given us to underſtand :)—He ſwore the priſoner 
J was the firſt perſon who entered the houſe. —Another perſon; 
Vue underſtand was brought forward by proſecutor to prove this 
charge on the re- examination; but he did not ſwear poſitively 
: to the priſoner, only that he believed him to be the perſon. =. 
We believe there are no other perſons, who have ſworn to pri- 
{ foner entering the houſe, nor will there be any; if ſo, the other 
parts of the evidence for the crown will be only the taking. of 
| the priſoner into cuſtody amongſt the mob drunk. We under- 
| ſtand the conſtables have declined ſwearing as to the priſoner 
being in the houſe at all: We are inclined to believe the evi- 
dence and the other perſon, who, is perhaps one of the hord of 
crimps,—as from them it will.clearly appear he neither was, 
nor could be preſent at the time the houſe was entered, nor 
had he any ſtick or weapon whatever about him, nor did he 
know of the riot aft having been read, It appęars very evident 
that Lowthorp would not run the hazard of being a ſpectator 
in this ſcene.— Where had he been recognized or known, 
nothing could have prevented him from being torn to pieces 
by the mob? he therefore cannot have the audacity to ſwear 
he was preſent at the time this affray happened. If their ven- 
: grance was ſo pointed after the houſe, how would it have been 
directed had they caught him? you will therefore be pleaſed to 
1 be ſevere upon him or them, in his or their croſs examination, 
and have not a doubt but their villainy will be detected in thoſe 
points; alſo on the croſs- examination of thoſe who took pri- 
ſoner into cuſtody.— Be pleaſed to be particular as to the ſtate 
of his mind at the time, and if not greatly intoxicated, _

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whereabouts taken into cuſtody : for ſhould he be convicted, he 
will be nothing but a convicted madman or lunatick, as by 
evidence will appear. e . 
You will obſerve the commitment ſtates the tranſact ion to 
have been committed on the 15th day of July, inſt. which was 
on the Wedneſday ; whereas it took place on Tueſday 14th 
day of July, if therefore the indictment in that reſpect ſhould 
correſpond with the commitment, ſhould ſuppoſe it to be a capi- 
tal flaw, and conſequently priſoner entitled to take advantage 
of it. The following is the evidence of Mr. John Curtis, 
foreman to Mr. Kerſey, taylor of Dorſet-Street, Saliſbury. 
Square; (a firm royaliſt)—This material witneſs proves that on 
Tueſday afternoon, the 14th Day of July, the day on which 
this diſagreeable circumſtance happened; be accidentally met 


with priſoner in St. George's- Fields, they went together to the | 
door of a public-houſe, and had ſomething to drink; —he did 


not hear any thing ſeditious uttered by him, during the whole 
time he was in his company, but on the contrary, when ſome 


per ſon preſent ſpoke about the king, priſoner ſaid, God bleſs 


the king, we muſt have a king, I am a king myſelt when at 
home over my wife and family, and will be ſo. After they had 
drank out their beer, priſoner and witneſs went together to two 
other public-houſes in St. George's-Fields: viz. the Prince of 
Wales's Head, and the Duke of Clarence's Head, where they 


_ drank more liquor;—that they then left thoſe houſes with an 


Intent to proceed home over Blacktriars-Bridge; that priſoner 
was defirous of going home, and were proceeding paſt the Roy- 


al Circus, (not ſeeing the performance has been related, exaftly 


the ſame as Mr. Curtis ſtates it to be,)—They went into the 


Circus tap-houſe and drank more liquor; it was about half paſt _ 


ſix o'clock, priſoner here got into diſcourſe about Wales, which 
_ occaſioned him to ſhed drunken tears. Witneſs ſays that a few 
moments previous to their leaving the Circus tap-houſe, the 
landlady, who ſupplies the boys of the Circus with fruit, &c. 
came from there into the tap-hotiſe for a freſh {upply of fruit, 
and putting her baſket upon a dreſſer near where witneſs was, 


ſaid that the mob had broke into the crimping-houſe again, 


they having broke it open the evening before, and were then 
throwing the furniture out of the windows; that priſoner and 
witneſs left the tap-houſe almoſt immediately after to go home, 
making the fourth public-houſe they had been in during the 
afternoon, —Priſoner was ſo intoxicated he could ſcarcely ſtand, 


that upon-afcending into the road, they obſerved a great con- 


courſe of people aſſembled in St. George's. Fields, ſome diſ- 
tauce from witneſs and priſoner, and heard them making a

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great noiſe, priſoner wanted to go; being very drunk ſtruck 
witneſs for endeavouring to prevent him, and ſays the people 


on the ſide of the turnpike gate, where pꝛiſoner and witneſs 


were, being the ſide next Blacktriars · Bridge: Priſoner among 
them ruſhed from witneſs, and followed them in the moſt 
intoxicated ſtate that can be deſcribed, apparently out of his 
reaſon; and witneſs ſays that at the very moment priſoner left 
him, that he, witneſs ſaw no more of prifoner afterwards. Wit- 
neſs poſitively ſays that priſoner had no ſtick or weapon of any 


| fort whatever with him at the time he left him, and ſays that 


priſoner was ſo inebriated he could ſcarcely ſtand, and wonders 
much how he was able to ſtagger through the gate at all. Says, 


he is poſitive the houſe was forced open long before priſoner 


left huim—and ſays, the priſener was not adverſe at any time 
during the evening of going home, until aſter they left the Cir» 
cus tap, and verily believes that had he not been in ſuch a 
drunken ſtate, he would not have gone through the turnpike- 
ge at all.— Says, he knew not of the riot act being read, nor 
id priſoner know it; he never was told it had; if it was read 
at all it muſt have been during the time they were at the Circus

| Witneſs was ſober, as he drank but ſparingly ; and ſays, he ſaw 


the fire (which was made of the furniture of the houſe in queſ 


tion) blaze out the moment after priſoner left him; witneſs 


then came over Blackiriars-Bridge home. | 
Mrs. Haſlop, wife of John Haſlop a maſter bruſh-maker; 
this witneſs will give priſoner an excellent charatier when 
ſober, but prove him inſane when otherwiſe, 'Witheſs faw 


Lowthorp on Sunday the 19th July, who pointing at the Obe- 


Jiſk in St. George's- Fields, ſaid, he would have priſoner hung 
there before a fortnight, or he would be hung there himſelf. 
Another witneſs.— This witneſs proves, that on the '14th 
day of July laſt, about ſeven o'clock in the evening, having 
been at work at Mr. Wood's, near the turnpike, St. -George's- 
Fields, he went into the Circus tap-houſe, where he ſat drink- 
ing, and there. ſaw the priſoner linging, who was very much 
intoxicated; that upon witneſs Feard coming into the tap, who 
this witneſs knew, they the two witneſſes joined company to- 


gether, and ſat drinking until about half paſt nine o'clock in the 


evening; ſays, the candles were lighted, that he ſaw the priſoner 
nearly the whole of that time in the faid tap-houſe, was led to 


Obſerve him from his being made the jeſt of the company. Wit- 


neſs is not certain whether he did not go out during the time to 
make water or not, but is certain if he went out, it could be only 
ſor that or ſome ſuch purpoſe, as he never was out of 9

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ſight more than five minutes together at any time during the 
above period. Says, the landlady came into the tap-room and 


. . exclaimed “ they have broke open Lowthorp's houſe again, 


and are throwing the furniture cut of the windows,” or words to 
that effect. which occaſioned witneſs to leave the tap together 
with Feard, to take a view thereof. Says, that priſoner and ſe- 
veral other perſons leſt the tap-room with them, and upon aſ- 
cending the road, witneſs ſaw Lowthorp's houſe, which had been 
broke open, and a number of people therein; ſome throwing 
furniture and other things out of the windows, and others taking 
out the furniture at the 3 of ſaid houſe, which they brought 
towards a fire, then burning about twenty- five yards from the 
houſe, made with the goods before brought from the aforeſaid 
houſe, and poſitively ſays, that the ſaid houſe was then nearly 
emptied of all its contents, M as is vulgarly called, gutied:— 
And witneſs poſitively ſays, that during all this time, that priſon- 
er was with him and Feard, at whom witneſs laughed, ſeeing 
him ſo inſenſible drunk, and on hearing priſoner ſay, Oh, damn 
it, the Obeliſk is on fire. —Witneſs ſays, he here ſaw witneſs 
Daws, who ſpoke to him—ſays, the mob was ſo great, they 
could not get near the fire, much more the houſe, and witneſs 
pong ſays, that it is his opinion, the priſoner was ſo inſenſi- 
bly ſtupid with liquor, as to be incapable of committing any vio- 
Jence whatever. Witneſs ſays, he here reeled away from him 
and Feard, and yet he kept his eyes upon priſoner amongſt the 
crowd for about ten minutes; after priſoner leaving Feard 
and him, who appeared to him as if he wanted to make his 
way out of it. Witneſs. ſays, that priſoner did not leave their 
_— until twenty minutes before ten o'clock in the even- 
ing. Witneſs ſays, he parted with Feard immediately after- 
wards, and went home as ſoon as he could make his way through 
the mob ;—1s poſitive of its being the 14th day of July, from 
being painting on that day at Mr. Wood's, and from memo- 
randums kept in his book of work done and money received 
on that day,— I here are other witneſſes to the ſame effect; but 
I will here cloſe the briel, by giving you one evidence more. 
1 his witneſs is the ſon of Mrs. Humphreys, who keeps the 
Circus tap-houle, and proves that priſoner and Curtis were at 
his mother's honſe on the evening of the 14th July laſt; is not 
certain ot the exact time they came in, nar can he ſtate the exact 
time they went away, as he was very buly in ſupplying his 
cuſtomers, but remembers their being there a conſiderable time, 
and is poſitive of their being there at candle light; recollects 
his mother coming down [rom the Circus, and ſays, they have 
broke ino Lowthorp's houſe again, and ſays, that a 
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Curtis was at that time in his mother's houſe, but what became

of him afterwards he cannot tell, as he was very actively em- 


ployed in his buſineſs :—Says, priſoner was exceedingly intoxi- 


cated, and think he was ſo much ſo as to be incapable of com- 
mitting any violence whatever. | 

Now, let humanity think, it thoſe witneſſes had not been 
omitted, whether my poor friend would have been dead 
or alive at this time; —there were people called to his 
character, which gave him an excellent one, particularly 
when ſober. The judge in ſumming up the evidence to the 
jury, ſaid, that 8 made uſe of the expreſſion, —parti- 


. cular when ſober, and reminded them; that he was ſober at the 


time: The runner that took him, only was aſked that queſtion; ' 


(if -I miſtake) not, whether he was drunk or ſober; his faint 


anſwer was, that he appeared to him io be ſober. I wonder 
whole teſtimony would have borne the greateſt weight in the 
minds of the jury, the teſtimony of ſo many creditable wit- 
neſſes, or the teſtimony of that runner, &c. that never 
knew what belong to the feelings of humanity. One of them 
was aſked the queſtion, whether priſoner had a cock'd hat or a 
round hat? Anſwered, he could nat tell. Queſtion, had he any 
hat at all? Anſwered, he could not tell. I have reaſon to think 


had the other two or three witneſſes that was againſt him, been 
_ © aſked the ſame queſtion, their anſwer might have been the

is counſellor ſent him a note, While at che bar, (at that 


time his ſpirits were ſo low, ſcarcely able to ſpeak) adviſing, 
him not to have his witneſſes called, for it would be better. 
1 was informed after the man was caſt, his excuſe was, had 
they been called, there would have been no room tor petition- 
ing ;—that is true, for had they been called they would have 
proved his innocence of the charges alledged againſt him, and 
he would have been at liberty; then ot courſe there would have 
been no rooni for petitioning, that trouble and expence would 

have not been wanting.—-He and his fon, and-all' his friends 


| were led to believe that his trial would come on the firſt, being 


the oldeſt pritoner, which would bave been on Monday the 
21ſt of March, but to his great ſurpriſe and griet, on Monday 
the 21ſt of March it was put off umil Wedneſday the 23d of 
March, which made him atraid his witneſſes might not be able 
to ſtay in the town, and likewiſe afraid his ſon would not be 
able to ſupport them until the 2 3d, his money being ſo exauſled * 
owing to his long confinemem.

Ibis is the way Chriſt opened the eyes of thoſe blind from their 
birch, viz, blind from the truth, though they have changed 12 
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his face, get behind me Satan, for thou art an offence unto me, for

for man's weak underſtanding, as if it was the natural eyes, and 
tells you he had done it with clay. But Jeſus tells them, ar long as 
I am in the world, I am the light of the world, and thoſe blind that 
are in the world at this time, believe that Jeſus Chriſt was natu- 
rally the Son of Man; that great beam of deluſion will be torn 
from your eyes. Oh man! are we not all the ſons of meh, and 
God the father of all? Men the natural father, and God the 
ſpiritual father, Again, as he ſtiled the deluders to be Moſes and 
Peter, and the name of Devil and Satan is the title he gives to 
Hars, at leaſt. the beginning of liars, I will here remark, had 
the miniſter read all the aoth chapter of Revelations, inſtead of 
thoſe parts only that introduces fear and terror, he would 
have found thoſe: words of comfort: And I ſaw an angel come 
down. from heaven, having the key of the bottomleſs pit, and a great 
chain in his hand, and he laid hold of the dragon, that old ſerpent
